cent, per month. Bat it' the crazy idea of a 
tariff wire adopted! here, there would be three 
per cent, lost on the total value of merchan- 
dise sent there ; and not as now two per cent, 
per month on the ten per cent duty. To il- 
lustrate this : A pays S2000 in duties on 
metcliandisfl worth $20;000. On the S20U0 he 
loses at two per cent. SiO per month interest. 
But a three- per cent.. tariff here, 520,000 
worth of merchandise would beStiOO, and by 
this sum at two per cent, interest a monthly 
loss of $12 would occur. New Westmin- 
ster, therefore, could not start a better idea 
through its exiled organ in this place than a 
tariff. Six hundred dollars saved on a ship- 
ment of $20,000 would soon turn the tide 
against os. If under a ten per cent, duly 
jC30,000 were raised at New Westminster in 
18(H), it would indicate imports to the value 
of £300,000. Three per cent, on that sum 
would be £9000, or $45,000. U it rea- 
sonable to .suppose that this sum would 
be paid into the lap of Victoria with- 
out n struggle ! It would pay owners 
of merchandise to reload from sail- 
ing vessels into Fraser River steamers at 
Port Townsend or Sau Juan, anywhere in 
the Straits but at Victoria. It is easily 
therefore lo be seen that a more suicidal 
idea could not be started here than a tariff. 
Hilt when the preposterous idea of a tariff 
with no bondeJ warehouses and no draw- 
back are put forth as indispensably neces- 
sary to the prosperity of the Colony, we 
cannot but regard it as a burlesque on com- 
mon sense. 



If the people pf thia town want to rum 
its commercial prospects and throw away 
their chances in favor of New Westminster, 
therj let them adopt a tariff. If the farmers 
want to pay higher tases than they do now, 
then let I hem adopt a tariff. If the body of 
the pee le of the Colony want land specula- 
tors or large landed proprietors lo escape 
their proper shai'O of the public burdens, 
then let them ad-.pt a tariff. But if this 
town wants to draw capital here; if it 
wishes lo make this the commercial centro 
of the North Pacih'o and the distributing 
port of trade for British Columbia and the 
neighboring territories, then keep its port 
free from duties. If the farmers waul cheap 
groceries, clothing, hardware, (arming-uten- 
sils, and luxuries of every kijid, then main- 
tain the tree-port system. If the farmers 
and the entire laboring population wish to 
make large capitalists and real estate 
owners pay taxes in proportion to their 
wealth, and not escape with a lew dollars 
when they ought lo pay hundreds, then the 
only thing to accomplish it, is direct taxes. 
These positions defy refutation. They are 
self-evident to every reflecting man, and 
none would oppose them but a faction who 
Work directly for the ruin of the town and 
country.

Our spirited cotemporary, the British Colum- 
bian, of last week, is out on the system 
adopted by the government of the sister 
colony regarding the Pilotage Laws. A 
boat of live or ten tons burthen can be 
boarded by John titoomb, the pilot, and 
compelled to pay half pilotage, which is 
twelve dollars and fifty cents each way, or 
twenty-five dollars for the round trip. The 
Caledonia on each trip to and from New 
Westminster pays Mr. Titeomb twenty-live 
dollars; and tho Otter, but for ils muster 
holding a pilot's commission, would have lo 
do the same. Collector Handy, at the Cus- 
tom-house, very accommodatingly collects 
the fees for the pilot, and about the hardest 
work the latter otlicer docs is lo diaw his 
pay. Numerous complaints id' this heavy 
and unrighteous tax have reached us 
from lime to lime, in various forms, and 
if the system is permitted to continue 
it will prove of very great injury to New 
Westminster. Small oraflS will soon decline 
to visit that town at all ; and even steam- 
ers, '.villi the low rates of freight at present 
prevailing, will have hard work to pay the 
pilot and make both ends meet. The pilot- 
ago law of British Columbia appears like a 
piece of special legislalion, through which 
honest, hard-working people are compelled 
lo contribute towards Ihe support of an idle 
government favorite without deriving in re- 
, turn tho slightest benefit. We regard the 
' 1 pilotago law, as at present constituted, as 
one oft he barnacles that have fastened upon 
our sister Colony and. are impeding its pro- 
gress. A country, like a ship, requires to 
have these barnacles taken oil occasionally, 
and we really think Ihnt government cannot 
do hetier than to apply the iron lo the Pilot- 
age Law and .scrape it from the Statute- 
ook.
